The pesky mosquito breeds in, on 
or near water, seldom is able to 
stand the direct rays of the sun 
and high winds, and therefore finds 
ahelter In grass, weeds or brush, 
and 
can 
be 
almost 
completely 
eliminated In one month if proper 
measures are used against 
their 
breeding places, according to M ajorj 
George C. Dunham, medical corps 
physician and former Director of 
the Department of Sanitation, Medi­ 
cal Field Service School, Carlisle 
Barracks.

the latter disease. 
Breed In Water 
"The eggs of the "aedes egyptl" 
are usually deposited on the sur­ 
face or near th* edge of water con­ 
tained In artificial receptacles locat­ 
ed in or near Inhabited buildings," 
Major 
Dunham 
writes 
"Natural 
collections 
of 
water 
which 
are 
near 
occupied 
houses 
may 
be 
utilized as 
breeding 
places. 
TYie 
eggs may 
be 
deposited on 
the 
sides of the container or on the 
earth above the level of the water. 
, , . Those laid on the surface of 
the water may sink to the bottom 
without interference with hatching 
In an unfavorable environment the 
eggs of aedes egyptl may lie dor­ 
mant for months without losing 
their vitality. They are resistant to 
drying and cold and will hatch lf 
placed in water after several months 
storage in dry or cold places." 
The variety designated by Major 
t Dunham as "aedes egypt!" he classi­ 
fies as an example of the domesti­ 
cated type of mosquito which pre­ 
fers breeding and resting places In, 
or In the vicinity of, human ha­ 
bitation. He further says that blood 
Is a factor In the mosquito repro­ 
duction process, 
and 
the 
"acres 
egyptl” prefer the blood of man. 
Uke Secluded Areae 
"Mosquitos," says Major Dunham, 
"hide In secluded places during the 
time when they are not active In 
the search of food." 
He says that mosquitos are prob- 
abiv attracted to a source of blood 
by both sight and smell. They hide 
and rest, he says under buildings, in 
the shade of vegetation, or if un­ 
able to escape from buildings. In 
dark corners or on dark walls, under 
shelves, in crevices or behind hang­ 
ing objects. 
“Mosquito breeding places," con­ 
tinues Major Dunham, "are collec­ 
tions of water in which the ac- 
quatlc phase of the life cycle oc­ 
curs. The location of the breeding 
places 
of 
disease 
transmitting 
.species is an essential part of a mos­ 
quito survey and Is necessary for 
the accomplishment 
of 
adequate 
mosquito control. 
Must Kill Breeding 
"Permanent anto-mosquito mea­ 
sures are those designed to correct 
permanently or to remove condi­ 
tions which make passible or facili 
tate the breeding of mosquitos, or 
the continued existence of the ad­ 
ults. They include such procedures 
as drainage or filling of breeding 
places, the elimination or adequate 
care of artificial waters, or the re­ 
moval of vegetation which provides 
protection for the adult. 
‘•Temporary measures are effect­ 
ive only while they are being em 
ployed. They include the use of lar- 
vacides, the catching of adult mos 
quitos, and screening. 
The 
anti­ 
mosquito measures which are di 
reeled against the larval forms of 
the insect have for their objective 
either the elimination of the breed­ 
ing places or the destruction of the 
larval forms in the breeding places 
The elimination of the breeding 
places is accomplished by draining 
or filling areas which contain col­ 
lections of water; by the elimination 
of indentations in 
the 
banks 
of 
streams and ponds; by the removal 
of floatage and vegetation from 
water 
which cannot be 
drained 
away, and by emptying artificial 
water containers. The destruction of 
larval forms in the breeding places 
Is usually effected by the applies 
lion of oil or some poisonous com­ 
pound to the water containing lar 
vae. In other instances iatvivorous 
fish may be employed.

The antl-mosquito measures em­ 
ployed against the adult mosquito 
have as their purpose the destruction 
of the mosquitos or the protection 
of man from their bites.

Future Of OPA W ill Be 
Determined This Evening 


Washington, June 24 (ZP)—OPA 
reaches its night of decision tonight. 
Rep. Wolcott (R.-Mich.) predicted 
the final form of price control ex­ 
tension legislation should be de­ 
termined by 9 p. rn. (EST). 
Wolcott is a member of the joint 
Congressional committee harmoniz­ 
ing differences between House and 
Senate OPA bills. The conferees 
meet at 8 p. rn. In a session which 
Wolcott said probably will be con­ 
clusive. 
If a deadlock develops on any of 
the four provisions which remain in 
dispute, the lawmaker said the de­ 
cision may be checked directly to the 
House and Senate, by reporting dis­ 
agreement and asking for instruc­ 
tions. 
The committee has no time to 
waste, for OPA expires Sunday mid­ 
night unless the extension bill is 
enacted. 
"I am very optimistic we can come 
to an agreement within an hour.’’ 
Wolcott 
told a reporter. "Every 
member should have made up his 
mind on the remaining problems by 
the time he enters the conference

Two reasons lay behind the un 
usual night session. Some of the 
conferees wanted time to consult 
with colleagues who are not mem­ 
bers of the committee.

House members take the attitude 
there is no need to single out specific 
commodities for special treatment, in 
view of the de-control policy already 
agreed upon. In general, this policy 
calls for removal of ceilings as soon 
as the supply of a commodity ex­ 
ceeds or balances the demand for it.

Health Laws Are Violated 
In Sugar, Meat Black Market

Harrisburg, June 24 (ZP)—Black 
market operators in meat and sugar 
were the targets of recent raids con­ 
ducted by 
Pennsylvania’s 
depart­ 
ment of agriculture’s "F-men" or 
food agents as they 
are 
officially 
known. 
Secretary Miles Horst said more 
than 250 arrests have been made to 
date, covering nearly 400 .violations 
of state food and beverage hygiene 
laws. 
He described some of the viola­ 
tions as the “most glaring frauds 
being perpetrated on an unsuspect­ 
ing public.” 
Mast of the arrests were made by 
agents who are charged with en­ 
forcement of the state’s general 
food, ice cream, and carbonated 
beverage laws. 
In 
addition to 
the arrests 27 
slaughterhouses In the state have 
been shin down since the first of 
Ute year for what Horst described 
as “insanitary conditions contam­ 
inating meat, making it unfit for 
human consumption." 
Horst said owners of 125 other 
slaughtering 
establishments 
were 
ordered to "clean up their prem­ 
ises.” 


The violations listed by Horst in­ 
cluded : 
Use of saccharin, a drug, and 
so called "sugar stretchers" as 
substituter 
for 
sugar in 
ice 
cream and bottled soft drinks. 
Use of mineral oil instead of 
butter on tile making of pop­ 
corn, in some bakery products, 
and in the malting of some po­ 
tato chips. 
Use of monochloracetic acid 
in carbonated drinks to prevent 
fermentation and spoilage re­ 
sulting from insanitary bottling 
practice—the acid is poisonous 
to humans when taken intern­ 
ally in quantities. 
Addition or water to butter 
resulting in 85 pound tubs being 
stretched to HK) pounds, but 
bringing it below legal butterfat 
requirements. 
Sale of "plastic cream” for use 
In making butter, with the sup­ 
posedly extra heavy cream adul­ 
terated with water and deficient 
in butterfat. 
Horst said that despite the 
shortage of natural sugar these 
practices of 
adulteration are 
“injurious to public health and 
must end.”

CARELESSNESS 
It 
is 
carelessness 
mostly 
that 
accounts for so many of our road 
accidents W hen I note the large 
number of dents and evidences of 
neglect and carelessness in the cars 
that I pass daily, I ani reminded of 
an almost universal trait among peo­ 
ple th at is anything but admirable. 
When I get a book in my hands 
that someone has carelessly opened 
with their fingers where the leaves 
have been uncut, I feel as I might 
alien upon m eeting a person, he 
had first .slapped me in the face, 
before shaking hands with me! I 
feel this way for books embody so 
much of the hum an clements of 
the one who wrote It. and our re ­ 
gard for his book should be our 
regard for him —or her, as the case 
may be. 
Thomas Love Peacock was a most 
exacting English writer. It Is said 
that he rarely answered a personal 
letter upon its receipt, preferring 
to think about it, and compose it 
carefully In his mind first, so th at 
a week or so often was spent before 
his response. He once said: “If I 
allow myself to be careless in writing 
even a single letter, I should cer­ 
tainly sooner or later be careless in 
writing some page of a book.” 
Neglect of the little tilings causes 
more 
trouble 
and 
anguish than 
words are able to express. I am re­ 
minded of th a t oft quoted saying 
of Dr. Johnson's: “There Is nothing. 
Sir, too little for such a creature as 
Man. It is by studying little things 
that we attain the great a rt of hav­ 
ing as little misery and as much 
happiness as possible.” 
Tile new, little creaking of a 
noise in an engine, is the call for 
attention. Carelessness a t such a 
time may later result In tragedy. 
Many of our greatest fires have been 
the result of pure carelessness. 
The careless tossing away of a 
burning cigarette has often resulted 
in the death of many hum an beings. 
At the root of all carelessness is 
selfishness, or a t least indifference. 
None of us can afford to be careless 
about anything—our work. our body, 
our friends, or our attitude toward 
life, lf we would be successful and 
own a reasonable lippiness.

When the soil Is soaked, and 
the excess drains away quickly.

Mulches Used To 
Keep Down Weeds 


Placed between rows of plants, 
mulches will tend to keep down weed 
growth, and the organic m aterial 
contained in the mulches will berie- 
flt the soil, Peat moss is one of the 
best m aterials for mulching. Lawn 
clippings also are very good. O ther 
m aterials which can be used to a d ­ 
vantage are hay and weed clip­ 
pings. leaf mold from forests, pine 
needles and weathered sawdust.

But where this is 
not done a special spray of lead 
arsenate is

When rose chafers attack grape 
vines tile regular grape spray sche­ 
dule usually controls them.

Among other control measures are 
applications of rotenone or any of 
the commercial pyrethrum 
sprays. 
And too. spading up loose, sandy 
soils in late May to expose and kill 
transforming pupae is an effective 
means of control.
